Edelberto Haboc, 68, of 515 North K St.. driver of the 
car, died at 9:30 p.m. in Santa Ynez Valley Community 
Hospital, nearly two hours after the accident, according 
to the California Highway Patrol. 
Julian S. Rombaoa, 67, of 123 E. Maple Ave , a 
passenger in the car, died at 8:50 p.m. in the same 
hospital. 
I he accident occurred at 7 :45 p. m on Highway 1, two 
and a half miles north of Las Cruces. Investigating 
officers said the Haboc car hit the stalled truck which 
was parked at the curbline in the northbound lanes of 
travel. 
The truck was registered to the Yonemura Nursery 
Inc., of Gardena. ('HP officers said both rear tires on the 
van-type vehicle were flat. The officers said the driver 


had placed emergency warning reflectors on the 
highway around the truck, but apparently Haboc did not 
see them in time to avoid the accident 
Two persons from Marysville were seriously injured 
yesterday afternoon in a two-car collision on Highway 
246 at the intersection with 13th Street, according to the 
CHP. 
Terald Zall, 29. driver of one car. suffered major head 
injuries and was transferred from Vandenberg Air Force 
Base Hospital to Sierra Vista Hospital in San Luis Obispo 
for emergency surgery. 
Donna Wilson. 26, a passenger in the car suffered 
major head injuries and a possible broken back. She was 
taken to VAFB Hospital for treatment. 
Ronald Price. 39, of Newport Beach, driver of the 
second car. was not injured

There's a new major rush on the part of 
large county landowners to get into the 
agricultural preserve program

Hollister Ranch east of Gaviota, now 
owned by MG1C Equities Corp and various 
lot holders.

property with its eight-mile coastline, but 
do not include the coastal strip, which has

district 
protection, and also does not include the 
YMCA property on the ranch. 
Attorney

Allen 
said 
the 
applications include those of 17 ownerships 
of ranch property sold by MGIC. These

take

At the same time, Bixby Ranch Co., with 
more than 9,000 acres in preserves, is 
seeking to get another 10,000 acres under

Development,

poor find adequate housing. 
His conduct is not an 
illegal conflict of interest, 
according to a legal opinion, 
and he says he has tried to 
sell the houses. 
Connerly leases 50 houses, 
all in low income areas of 
Sacramento county, to the 
housing 
authority, 
which 
rents them in turn to poor 
people, the Times said 
The rents range mostly 


from $120 to $160 a month, 
and 
the 
tenants 
pay 
a 
portion, 
based 
on 
their 
income 
The 
federal 
government reimburses the 
housing authority for the 
balance, 
providing 
a 
guarantee that the full rent 
will be paid although the 
tenant may not be able to 
afford it. 
Connerly began buying up 
the houses in 1968 after the 
housing authority began to 
plan 
for 
the 
federally 
subsidized 
program, 
the 
newspaper said. He paid 
about $11,000 apiece for the 
single family dwellings, all 
of 
which 
were 
held 
by 
savings and loan institutions 
which had foreclosed on 
previous owners, the Times 
said. 
He received almost 100 
per 
cent 
financing, 
the 
Times said, and then leased 


them 
to 
the 
housing 
a u th o rity 
under

agreement to expire in 1973, 
by which time he will have 
been 
paid 
$488,700, 
the

He has an 
automatic option to renew 
the leases for five more 
years. 
Connerly denied to the

phant, the two major parties’ 
official symbols are quite 
different. The Democrats in 
1852 adopted the star as the 
party’s official symbol, and 
the Republicans followed two 
years later with the eagle. 
The reasons behind the two 
choices are unknown. 


Whatever the eagle’s sig­ 
nificance, Republicans con­ 
tinue to use it as their sym­ 
bol in seven states: Dela­ 
ware, where it appears to­ 
gether with a star (!), New 
Hampshire, New York, Okla­ 
homa, Rhode Island, West 
Virginia, and Utah, where it 
perches atop a beehive. A 
voter moving from one of 
these states to New Mexico, 
however, should take care. 
On the New Mexico ballot 
the eagle (with a shield) sig­ 
nifies D e m o c r a t i c candi­ 
dates 
Usage of the star by the 
Democrats shows even less 
consistency. After 120 years 
only 
three 
states, 
New 
Hampshire, New York and 
Rhode Island, carry it on the 
ballot. In six others, Ala­ 
bama, Kentucky. Louisiana 
(where it identifies all Demo­ 
cratic candidates except 
electors for the president and 
vice-president), Oklahoma 
Utah and West Virginia, the 
Democratic 
symbol 
is 
a 
rooster. 


All 
this 
confusion 
dis­ 
tresses at least one Ameri­ 
can voter, Walter P Margu- 
lies, whose firm. Lippincott 
& Margulies, specialists in 
creating unique identifiers 
for the country’s leading 
corporations (RCA, Xerox, 
U.S. Steel, etc.). To Margu­ 
lies, the failure of the two 
major parties to use one 
symbol to identify their can­ 
didates is 
little 
short of 
ridiculous. 


‘‘Imagine what w o u l d 
happen,” he says, “ if a cor­ 
poration advertised its prod­ 
ucts everywhere under one 
symbol and then used a dif­ 
ferent one at the point of 


sale 
That’s exactly what 
happens with political par­ 
ties. They advertise their 
product — the candidates — 
throughout the campaign un­ 
der one symbol and then use 
a different symbol on the

Margulies' firm has done 
research on political symbols 
and has discovered that onl\ 
one voter in five can identify 
his party’s symbol correctly.

What the U.S. needs, Mar­ 
gulies suggests, is more con­ 
temporary political symbols.

PROPOSED SYMBOLS 
War no issue in Rhode Island

P R O V I D E N C E , R.I.— 
(NEA)—It was a setting for 
e l e c t i o n year fireworks. 
There was the candidate for 
the Senate, John Chafee, a 
f o r m e r secretary of the 
Navy, a man who for three 
and one-half years helped 
run the Vietnam war. And 
there was the audience, 300 
students, high schoolers, pre­ 
sumably the heart of the 
Peace and New Priorities 
movement. 
Chafee finished a fluffy 
little speech. 
Then asked if there were 
any questions. 
A hush. Tension mounted. 
Three hundred faces, pim­ 
ples and spectacles, looked 
toward the podium. A cough. 
A sneeze. Finally, one young 
man raised his hand. This 
was it. He brushed aside 
seven inches of forelock, 
rubbed his hands on grimy 
jeans, looked the candidate 
square in the eye and then 
said it for everybody in the 
congregation 
“ Well, ah. I ’m wonderin', 
just what does a senator do 
anyway?” 
Plop The thud heard after 
that goofy query was the col­ 
lapse of a mighty election 
issue in Rhode Island. 
As 
far as many people here 
seem to care, the argument 
over Vietnam is dead. John 
Chafee was the civilian in 
charge of all naval forces 
during the demise of 20,000 
American troops (from win­ 
ter 1969 to spring 1972); as 
such he was one of the ad­ 
ministrators of such things 
as the incursion into Cam­ 
bodia, the renewal of bomb­ 
ing in the N o r t h and, of 
course, the peace efforts in 
Paris Yet for all of it. few 
voters in this tiny, tidy state 
seem particularly interested 
Seldom do his audiences toss 
war questions at the candi­ 
date; and never, in the mem­ 
ory of observers, has any­ 
body actually grilled him 
w i t h discomforting moral 
accusations. 
The situation, you can be 
sure, is a happy one for 
Chafee. Months ago, when 
he first pondered a bid for 
a Senate seat, he is said to 
have agonized over the pros­ 
pect of facing a war-weary

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citizenry Rhode Island, al­ 
though heavily blue collar, 
has a reputation for antiwar 
sentiment, and Chafee’s con­ 
nection with the Nixon ad­ 
ministration carried political 
r i s k s 
Like, what if the 
v o t e r s started throwing 
eggs9 
So worrisome was the un­ 
known, in fact, that during 
the summer election primar­ 
ies. while Chafee was still 
feeling the electorate out. the 
mo s t interesting political 
race in the state was that of 
John Chafee The Hawk vs. 
John Chafee The Dove. On 
the one hand he did not. 
could not, refute completely 
his part in planning the war 
in Southeast Asia, but on the 
other hand he took fairly 
strong positions disfavoring 
some of what was going on 
The mining of Haiphong har­ 
bor, he said, was “ wrong ” 
So too was any other escala­ 
tion except that which would 
hasten U S troops out of the 
war zone 
As it happened, however. 
John Chafee needn’t h a v e 
R 
otten religion so quickly, 
lot politically anyway. The 
war issue, as he found, is 
“ dormant” in Rhode Island 
On the day he talked before 
the lackluster high school 
audience, for example, he 
shook hands with approxi­ 
mately 200 other people in 
several upstate towns — and 
not one of the lot, not one, 
so much as mentioned Viet­ 
nam Some of the reason, of 
course, may be due to the 
Chafee campaign style—“ he 
hurries like hell.” says an 
aide, “ he doesn’t have the 
time to stop for long conver­ 
sations.” But the greater ex­ 
planation is that Rhode Is­ 
landers have put the war be- 


t hafee and voter. 
Nobody bothers to ask 


hind them and are concerned 
about other things 
Fortunately for candidate 
Chafee. one of the other con­ 
cerns here is the future of 
the Navy. Present 1> t h a t 
service is the biggest single 
employer in Rhode Island 
Naval facilities employ 8,500 
state workers and provide a 
whopping $320 million pay­ 
roll (about the size of the 
entire state budget). Repub­ 
lican 
Chafee 
is 
spending 
much of his campaign warn­ 
ing voters that his Demo­ 
cratic opposition, two-term 
incumbent Claiborne Pell, is 
a military base-smasher cut 
from the same c l o t h as 
George McGov ern. The Pell - 
McGovern policies, he says 
ominously, with a good deal 
of 
probable 
exaggeration, 
would “ close many of our 
bases” and thereby “ deci­ 
mate” the state’s economy

Dick Butkus. the ferocious linebacker of the Chicago 
Bears was piously denying that he had ever sunk his 
teeth into a referee on the battlefield 
“ It I d been dumb enough to bite a referee. I would 
have bitten his arm off.” said Butkus as he bared his 
werewolf fangs at a Life .Magazine interviewer. 
Just to be sate, though. .NFL officials are standing in 
line for tetanus shots this year because the fans, coaches 
and players have united to spread some static on the 
judgment calls that spell disaster bv inches to the losing 
team 


So less than Pete Rozelle’s pontifical office rapped 
referee Norm .Schacter and his crew on the wrist for miss­ 
ing a call in the Oakland-Green Bay game the second 
week of the season Oakland was awarded a winning 
touchdown on a 104-yard runback of a fumbled lateral 
The rule states that a muffed lateral may not be ad­ 
vanced and so the call was a lapse of interpretation for 
the .NFL crew 
Then there were grumblings in W'ashington the third 
week of the season f^ost-game films indicated that Red­ 
skins receiver Roy Jefferson did indeed twinky-toe in- 
bounds with a game winning touchdown against the up­ 
start .New England Patriots Officials had ruled otherwise 
on the field and hot contender Washington lost its first 
game of the season. 24-23 
And after a game with Detroit. Chicago Bears coach 
Abe Gibron opted for the $500 fine levied bv the NFL for 
public criticism of officiating But Gibron had good rea­ 
son In that game, the Lions received zero penalties. Can 
vou believe that'' Come on now. ref Not one sneaky little 
holding on the offensive line" Not one clip, the whboollle 
game'» I demand that the Detroit Lions turn in their 
heraldic motif helmets for stark white . . . as the N FL’s 
only good guys. 
In each of the three situations above, the team doing 
the grousing lost 
.And so the stench of sour grapes 
shrouds the issue 
Still, an ex-.NF* L player told me that the ‘bad calls’ of 
the referees were “ part of the game, like the elements 
of weather, team emotion and luck You just have to play 
to make up for the bad calls Then vou have no legitimate 
gripe” 
Human judgment and human error from the players 
and coaches as well as from the officials will always 
dominate football But there are other sports that are 
trying to remove as much of the error from their offi­ 
ciating as is humanly possible 
Tennis is one Big-time tennis or nickel-and-dime tour­ 
naments are both officiated by men and women who vol­ 
unteer their time They are unpaid officials whose avail- 
ibilitv IS more important in some cases than their quali­ 
fications They work sporadically at a job that requires 
extreme eye agility and instant decision 
To improve the quality of tennis officiating. Colonel 
Fred Karsten of Houston Texas, has invented the Elec­ 
tronic Line Indicator (ELD , which was demonstrated at 
the P S Open Tennis Championship at P'orest Hills last 
.August 
It will in theory at least lower the margin of error on 
line calLs and reduce the number of linesmen required 
for a match 
E I J consists of sets of transmitter-receivers which 
pulse infra-red light over and alongside the boundary 
lines of the court A logic module interprets the signal 
interruption and flashes on the official’s indicator board 
whether the ball fell ‘in’ or ‘out ’ 
Sport IS entering the age of the electronic gadget F'oot- 
ball coaches draw up game plans aided bv the computer 
print-out and soon the oflicials of the NFL will be offered 
the use of the ELL which has obvious applications to foot­ 
ball and baseball as well as tennis. 
In the meantime, victims from Green Bay. Washington. 


Dallas and Chicago are calling for a system of checks and 
balances. There are pleas to allow each team on the field 
three reviews per game of questionable or crucial calls 
Obviously, video tape, instant replay, slow motion and 
stop-action camera work would be more conclusive in 
some instances than the eyesight of a referee 10 vards 
away from the action 


Ah. yes. the day is near when the artificial tur! will be 
rolled out goal-to-goal. mined and wired electronically 
and further sensitized by Colonel Karsten’s infra-red 
beams pulsing back and forth .And players’ joke lists 
will include that oldie. “ Zap. you’re sterile." for the guy 
who trips the switch 
But until that electronic age gets a toe-hold in the .NFL 
the referees in their prison-striped shirts stand v ulnerable 
to hoots, cat-calls and miscellaneous evil-doing by the 
likes of Dick Butkus when their instant decisions are 
questioned.

basketball players who ever played the game, a former 
Boston Celtic and now a part-time commentator with ABC- 
Bill Russell 


Applause 
Bill Russell moved toward the mike. 
Not the old Bill Russell, but the new one 
You remember the old Bill Russell He’d usually come 
out on that basketball floor with fire in his eye and an 
intimidating expression which sometimes made him look 
like one of God’s last angry men. 


But the new Bill Russell is altogether different. 
He gets $1.500 for speaking to groups about an hour, then 
answering some questions, and it’s obvious he likes what 
he's doing 


You could see that by the slight suggestion of a smile he 
had on his face as he placed his hands on the lectern and 
looked out at his young audience of some 300 the other night 
here at Fairleigh Dickinson, the ninth largest private 
university in the country 
“ I ’d like to say being here tonight is one of the high points 
ol my career, 
began the 6-foot-9, one-time Celtics’ coach 
in his sweet potato jacket, burgundy turtleneck. white belt 
and purple corduroy pants, i ’d like to say I ’ve been looking 
forward to it; I d like to say it’s a big thrill; I'd like to say 
all that 
. . but I'd be lying." 


Laughter 
That was about as close as Bill Russell, an acknowledged 
straight-talker and master of the put-down, ever came to 
putting anybody down all evening. 
For the most part, Bill Russell, 38 and the father of three 
kids, tried his best to identify with the 18-, 19-, and 20-year- 
olds 
who composed 
the majority of his audience. 
Sometimes he did. particularly when he talked basketball 
with them; sometimes he didn’t. His generation simply 
wasn’t theirs One youngster hadn’t even ever heard of Jim 
Loscutoff. one of Russell’s old teammates with the Celtics. 
Among the subjects Bill Russell talked about were dope 
pushers. 
He said they called them “ dope peddlers" when he was 
going to school. Had enlightened self-interested citizens 
stopped them 25 years ago. he said, there would be no 
problem with them today. Russell said the problem 
bothered him 


“ You see my friends." he said, lowering his voice in 
avuncular fashion, “ what happens to me, happens to you; 
what happens to you. happens to me. Whether we like it or 
not. we re in this together." 
Russell rambled a bit, jumping from one subject to 
another without really trying to maintain any continuity. 
He was at his best when he talked about his playing and 
coaching days with the Celtics. 


“ When I was coaching, the Kmcks caused me some 
trouble, he said “ They came up to Boston and beat us like 
we stole something They beat us by about 38 points one 
night When I coached. I had this thing — that you play as 
hard as you can from start to finish. 


“ After this game with the Kmcks, I came into the 
dressing room and looked at my players for three minutes. 
I didn’t say a word Finally I started out by saying You 
dirty., 
but then I stopped. I said The way you people 


played tonight cursing would be too good for you. ’ I told ’em 
I could take $500 from each of ’em but that would be too 
good for 'em also I said I know what I ’m gonna do I ’m 
gonna beat you guys up. and I'm gonna go right down the 
line.

Proposition No. 20-the so-called "Coastal 
Initiative’’— takes away land-use control from 
you who live in coastal counties, and turns deci­ 
sion-making over to appointed State commis­ 
sions. 


It establishes a virtual moratorium for nearly 
five years on any construction—public or private 
—within a "permit area’’. This permit area is the 
land lying 1,000 yards (3/5 of a mile) Inland from 
the sea, bays, or rivers having tidal action. 


(The only exception Is the first 100 feet next 


to San Francisco Bay.) 


Long-range zoning is taken over by the State 
in a "coastal zone’’ area, defined in Proposition 
No. 20 as "extending inland to the highest ele­ 
vation of the nearest coastal mountain range’’. 


But look on the map and try to figure out 
where the "coastal zone" ends in your county. 
Which is the "highest" elevation-a small hill or 
a far off mountain peak? And what is the "near­ 
est coastal mountain range"? The courts will 
have major headaches trying to decide. 


People owning a lot lying within the "permit 
area" couldn’t build a single-family home on 
their property without securing approval from 
the State—after having gone through the usual 
procedures for securing permits from local plan­ 
ning agencies. Assuming they received approval 
—and it’s doubtful, the way Proposition No. 20 is 
written, that anybody could-any person could 
challenge the permit in court, without even post­ 
ing a bond, thus blocking construction for an 
indefinite period of time. 


Any person who wants to stop any construc­ 
tion—a sewer line, a bike path, an access road, 
or whatever-need not be a resident of Califor­ 
nia. Similarly, any city, county, school district, 


harbor district, etc. would be blocked from re­ 
pairing, building or Improving needed facilities. 


Proposition No. 20 would lower the value of 
property in the affected areas without compen­ 
sation to the property owner—setting a prece­ 
dent for similar confiscation m every area of the 
state. 


Proposition No. 20 would reduce local tax 
revenues to counties, cities and school districts 
in the areas affected with no provision for reim­ 
bursement from state tax sources—forcing high­ 
er taxes on local home owners. 


State guidelines and controls on ocean front 
property are needed-but Proposition No. 20 is a 
disastrously wrong way to go about it.

The time of year is again 
here when young America 
w ill 
descend 
upon 
householders like locusts. 
Good citizens will send their 
little 
darlings 
into 
the 
neighborhoods to become 
instant monsters. 
This frightful spectre of 
Halloween's observance has 
become something to be 
feared like the plague The 
plus side of "trick or treat" 
has 
long 
since 
been 
outweighed by its evils The 
very concept of acquiring 
something desired through 
extortion 
rather 
than 
through honest effort should 
be repugnant to all thinking 
persons. 
Viewing the practice in 
the most benign manner, 
the 
exposure 
of 
little 
children 
to 
the dubious 
tributes 
of 
strangers 
contains risks not normally 
accepted bv parents. To the 
contrary, 
children 
are 
taught not to take candy 
from 
strangers. 
Each 
Halloween produces stories 
in the news of youngsters 
being fed laxatives and even 
poison 
by 
malicious 
or 
mentally ill persons. 
And while the children, 
for the most part, set out for 
some relatively harmless 
sport, 
this 
thoughtless 
intrusion of private homes 
inflicts 
immeasurable 
distress on the aged, the ill 
and the disabled 
Exactly how "trick or 
treat 
came into being has 
not 
been well recorded 
Some 
say 
it 
was 
an 
innovation of the school 
organizations in California 
It 
is 
thought 
to 
have 
stemmed from a desire to 
steer the young away from 
some of the rather cruel 
prankery which had marked 
Halloween in days gone by. 
In 
those 
earlier 
days 
farmers would awaken to 
find fences down and their 
wagons atop their barns As 
the country became more 
urban, children roamed the 
streets indulging in harsh 
pranks 
which 
worked 
hardships on others 
The 
mildest of these was the 
soaping 
of 
store 
and 
automobile 
windows 
Eventually 
the 
more 
sinister types used their 
masks and other disguises 
as 
a 
convenience 
to 
perpetrate thefts and other 
crimes 
But 
Halloween 
is 
not 
traditionally a day of hoax 
or extortion It is a religious 
day marking the eve of 
Hallow Mass or All Saints 
Day It is an offspring of the 
festival of Pomona. Roman 
goddess 
of 
fruits 
and 
gardens during which the 
roasting of nuts and apples 
became symbolic of the 
rejoicing of the harvest 
The Druids adopted the 
festival and it was believed 
that witches and ghosts 
came out on the eve before 
the celebration. They kept 
vigils with bonfires 
It was only natural that 
when November 1 became a 
Christian feast day, many of 
the 
pagan 
beliefs 
and 
customs 
would 
be 
continued 
Halloween 
became a night of mystery 
and funmaking 


In 
the 
new 
world 
Halloween 
became 
the 
occasion 
for 
community 
festivals sponsored by the 
churches 
Neighbors 
gathered to watch the young 
hunt nuts, duck for apples 
bobbing in tubs, and roast 
marshmallows Black cats 
and 
witches, 
cut 
from 
paper, and jack-o-lanterns 
made from pumpkins were 
used for decorations. White 
sheeted figures with weird 
masks and witch hats added 
to the air of mystery 
The churches should not 
have abandoned Halloween 
There is a need to restore 
the celebration to one of 


organized 
community 
parties. The young and old 
could enjoy the occasion 
without parents having to 
worry about where their 
kids are And those who. due 
to illness or age do not wish 
to participate, would not be 
imposed upon in the privacy 
of their homes 
So it is not surprising to 
learn that the township of 
Commercial.

that nicotine solutions for 
pest control are not harmful 
to the environment i. 
Various species of birds 
stop off a few hours or a few 
days for rest and food as 
they follow their mysterious 
pattern of migration Some 
of them decide to stay for 
the winter with us rather 
than fly the long weary 
route to the tropics. How 
can we entice them to bring 
their charms and appetites 
for 
in s e c ts 
into 
our 
gardens9 
The lettuce patch can be 
made off limits with a cover 
of line wire and swinging 
lids. Since insects form a 
large part of the sustenance 
of many birds we hope for 
the searching over of every 
plant, tree and shrub Birds 
consume quantities of weed 
seeds, just when fall winds 
would spread them around 
Small rodents creeping in 
looking 
for 
shelter 
are 
relished by many birds. 
We 
can 
welcome 
bird 
friends into the garden by 
ensuring their protection 
The first precaution is a 
good fence to keep out the 
hungry animals. Cats are 
the most troublesome of 
enem ies 
It 
has 
been 
estimated 
that 
each cat 
allowed to roam kills 50 
birds annually If a favorite 
cat spends some time in the 
garden he should wear a 
small bell for warning to 
birds. Tree guards can be 
placed several feet above 
the 
ground 
around 
the 
trunks of trees and next-box 
posts Make them of sheet 
metal extending 8 inches 
from the trunk and shaped 
like an inverted cone. Thus 
animals cannot climb up to 
invade nests or catch birds. 


S tarlings, 
which 
are 
useful for eating many bugs, 
can be kept from stealing 
the nests of song birds if 
nesting boxes are built with 
entrances not larger than 1 
and 
4 inches 
Eliminate 
snake enemies, the horror 
of birds 


Drinking water and a bird 
bath placed in a safe place 
are essential Food can be 
artifical

crumbs, seeds and suet but 
to keep it natural there are 
seed and 
fruit of native

flowers can be grown in a

bird 
sanctuary 
place A row of sunflowers

Watson, who authored a similar and

Gov Ronald Reagan, on the other hand, 
warns that Prop 14 ‘just does not do the 
job and it would create more problems 
than it would solve " 
The proposed constitutional amendment 
calls for a massive shift under which 
property taxes 
paid 
by 
business and 
homeowners would be cut back sharply by 
about 40 per cent while there would be a 
drastic increase in consumer taxes. 
The statewide sales tax would be hiked 
from five to seven cents on the dollar; 
cigarette taxes doubled to 20 cents a pack; 
liquor levies boosted 50 cents a gallon A 7 
per cent oil severance tax would be esta­ 
blished, bank taxes cut 6 per cent and 
corporation rates increase 3 4 per cent

adviser, 
foresees a 
revenue gap of $13 billion statewide 
between

reduction

will necessitate a major increase in state 
personal income taxes and similar boosts 
in locally levied taxes. 
Maximum property tax rates would be 
fixed at $2 each for cities and counties and

each 
for 
countywide 
and 
multicounty special districts Costs of local 
public schools and community colleges 
except those met by the $2 tax rate would 
be transferred to the state. 
Also transferred to the state would be all 
local costs of welfare and Medi-Cal 
In 
addition, the initiative would establish a 
tax rate of $7 for each $100 of assessed 
valuation for any purpose except past and 


future bond issues and repayment of the 
other long-term debts.

Post forecasts that passage would cause 
a $771 million reduction in state aid to local 
schools But Watson says Post is ignoring 
what he says will 
be a $300 million 
allocation to California education through 
federal revenue sharing 
Opponents have said that to keep state- 
financed activities at their current level, 
the legislature would have to increase state 
taxes by about $1.3 billion 
Likewise, they say, most property tax 
reduction under the proposal would be 
postponed until 1977 and that business' 
would receive about 70 per cent of the 
relief while homeowners and renters would 
pay 70 per cent of the increased taxes.

Currently a veteran who lost 
both legs is eligible for a $10.000 property 
tax exemption on his home The measure 
would extend that exemption to vets who 
lost an arm or leg, blind vets so disabled 
and to vets who lost both arms 
Because provisions of Props 8. 10 and 12 
conflict with those of the Watson initiative, 
if all were approvc»d the ones receiving the

San Onofre nuclear 
power plant under fire 


SAN C L E M E N T E (U P I) — Enlargement of the San 
Onofre nuclear power plant to give it an electrical output 
twice that of Hoover Dam is on the drawing boards, but it is 
already under fire from environmentalists 
Also from those who just can t believe that anvthing with 
the remotest connection to an atom bomb can be safe 
A three-man board of the Atomic Energy Commission's 
Safety and Licensing Division will hold hearings in mid- 
October to consider proposals of Southern California 
Edison (SC E) to add two more units to the station at the 
Pacific Ocean four miles south of San Clemente. 
It also will hear objections from the Orange County 
People’s Lobby and other groups protesting the danger of 
radioactive leaks, possible harm to marine life and thermal 
effects on the ocean 
It really is a shame that we still have not been able to 
allay public fears, particularly since most of them grow out 
of ignorance and misinformation," savs Hans Ottoson. the 
station superintendent who has been here since San Onofre 
opened in 1968 
Ottoson points out that nudear-produced electricity is a 
must in light of the overall energy shortage crisis, that the 
smokeless 
production 
and 
smaller 
plants 
are 
an 
environmental plus and that safety checks and regulations 
make radioactive danger to the surrounding area next to 
impossible 
But that hasn t stopped the protesters. 
One little old lady came to one hearing," savs SCE 
spokesman Bernard Peters, “ and said she was just sure 
that having a* 
tir plant on the shore would soon have 
giant crabs an> 
%ters like you see in the late night movie 
horror films crawling ashore to get her " 
Peters says the most trouble comes from he calls the 
“ what iffers '’ 
They are the ones who say. 
what if an earthquake 
should occur directly beneath the station. " says Peters 
Well, we don t know what would happen the chance of 
it being pinpointed right under the station is infinitesimal 
And actually we are confident it could withstand a severe 
quake 
The facts are that these plants 
there are about 24 now 
operating in the United States and about 30 more under 
construction -have been operating for four years and there 
has not been a single fatal accident " 
One man who doesn t seem to worry about being near San 
Onofre is President Nixon His Western White House, the 
home where he intends to retire, is located three miles to 
the north 
On the beach below the 26-foot wall built to resist the 
highest tidal waves ever measured there are surfers, 
swimmers and fishermen on the beach who pay no attention 
to the nuclear plant 
The present unit with one reactor core heating water to 
510 degrees to produce the steam that turns the turbines has 
an electrical generating capacity of 430 megawatts 
The two otht r units tone to go into operation in 1978 and 
the other in 19(91 would be located a quarter mile down the 
short* and each would have a capacity of approximately 
1,140 megawatts 
I hat would give a total electrical production capacity of 
2.710 megawatts compared to Hoover Dam s output of 1,345 
megawatts Electricity produced by nuclear plants across 
the country today is only 1 to 2 per cent of the total output 
from coal, oil, gas and hydroelectric installations 
Entering the San Onofre nuclear plant is something like 
going on to the set of a James Bond movie A chain link 
fence gate slides silently open in front of your automobile 
before you are aware there is a guard in a glass post 
observing you 
The huge white ball that is the containment sphere" en­ 
closes all the nuclear generating section of the station 
Standing 50 feet away from the reactor the radioactive 
level is no higher than it would be if you were 50 miles 
away, engineers say.
